To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth. 


Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  upon  the  health 
and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth  for 
the  year  1961. 

The  text  of  the  report  embodies  detailed  statistical  information 
which  conforms  to  the  pattern  prescribed  by  the  Minister  of  Health. 
There  are,  however,  certain  features  relating  to  vital  statistics,  to  which 
I  would  particularly  draw  your  attention. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  year  under  review  (19*49  per  1,000  of  the 
population)  is  appreciably  higher  than  that  recorded  in  the  previous 
year,  and  it  remains  in  excess  of  the  corresponding  national  figure  (17*4). 

The  death  rate  (11*74)  reveals  a  slight  increase  over  that  for  the 
year  1960,  but  it  is  still  less  than  the  national  average  rate  for  1961 
(12*0). 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  during  the  year  was  thirty-three,  as 
compared  with  twent3^-nine  for  the  previous  year.  The  former  figure  gives 
an  infant  mortality  rate  of  24*68  per  1,000  live  births,  which  figure  is 
higher  than  the  corresponding  national  average  rate  of  21*4.  An  anaK^sis 
of  the  causes  of  these  fatalities  reveals  that  nearly  all  of  them  may  be 
considered  as  having  been  inevitable,  being  due  to  conditions  which 
were  not  amenable  to  prevention  or  treatment. 

The  number  of  deaths  attributable  to  the  various  forms  of  cancer  was 
greater  than  the  corresponding  figure  for  1960,  which  was  at  the  time 
considered  to  have  been  fallacious,  in  that  it  was  considerably  lower  than 
the  general  trend  would  have  indicated. 

Apart  from  an  epidemic  of  measles  in  the  first  half  of  the  year, 
the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  insignificant. 

Perhaps  the  most  notable  feature  of  the  year  1961  was  the  trans¬ 
ference  of  the  Public  Health  Department  administration  and  central 
clinics  from  the  old  headquarters  at  Preston  Road  to  the  new  Public 
Health  Department  in  Albion  Road,  North  Shields.  In  this  connection, 
I  should  like  to  express  my  indebtedness  to  the  senior  members  of  the 
staff  of  the  Department,  particularly  the  Chief  Clerk  (Mr.  W.  R.  Miller), 
for  the  considerable  effort  which  was  made,  with  every  success,  to  effect 
the  transfer  with  little  or  no  disruption  of  the  normal  services. 


The  new  Public  Health  Department  building  was  designed  to  accom¬ 
modate  the  public  health,  school  health  and  dental  services  provided 
by  the  Council,  with  the  exception  of  training  centres  for  the  mentally 
subnormal. 

It  replaced  the  facilities  which  were  provided  previously  at  the 
building  located  within  the  curtilage  of  Preston  Hospital  at  Preston 
Road,  North  Shields. 

The  latter,  which  was  originally  a  casual  ward  of  the  former  work- 
house,  was  opened  as  a  Public  Health  Department  in  1921,  when  the 
original  department,  situated  in  Norfolk  Street,  was  vacated  to  allow 
of  its  adaptation  as  a  fire  brigade  station. 

Over  the  years,  the  Preston  Road  building  became  progressively 
more  inadequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  new  and  expanding  services,  and 
in  1938,  plans  were  formulated  for  its  replacement  by  a  new  building 
which  was  to  have  been  erected  in  The  Chase,  North  Shields.  The  project 
was,  however,  abandoned  because  of  the  impending  national  emergency, 
which  culminated  in  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  in  1939. 

The  opportunity  has  been  taken  of  including  the  dental  services, 
previously  provided  in  the  Education  Department  at  the  Royal  Jubilee 
School,  and  the  comparatively  recently  introduced  services,  namely, 
physiotherapy,  chiropody,  speech  therapy,  orthoptic  and  mental  health 
services  within  the  new  department. 

As  the  building  may  ultimately  form  the  nucleus  of  a  Health  Centre 
of  the  type  envisaged  in  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  part 
of  the  site  has  been  reserved  on  which  suites  of  consulting  rooms  for 
the  use  of  general  medical  practitioners  could  be  erected,  if  and  when 
the  demand  for  such  accommodation  arises. 

I  wish  to  record  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  very  considerate 
collaboration  of  D.  M.  O’Herlihy,  Esq.,  O.B.E.,  B.Sc.,  M.I.C.E., 
M.I.Mun.E.,  and  his  architectural  staff,  A.  V.  Harwood,  Esq.,  B.Arch., 
A.R.I.B.A.,  in  particular,  during  the  planning  of  the  new  building. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  to  all  members  of  my  staff, 
for  their  valuable  support  and  for  the  interest  which  they  have  taken  in 
the  activities  of  the  Public  Health  Department.

No  orders  for  the  compulsory  removal  of  aged  persons  to  institutions 
were  sought  under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

Bacteriological  specimens  are  examined  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  which  is  directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council 
for  the  Ministry  of  Health  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Newcastle 
General  Hospital,  Westgate  Road,  Newcastle  upon  Tyne,  4. 

STAFF  MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS,  ETC. 

Considwable  attention  has  been  given  during  the  year  by  the  Medical 
Staff  to  the  examination  of  staff  personnel,  for  various  reasons.  59 
persons  were  examined  for  superannuation  purposes,  52  because  they 
had  attained  the  age  of  65,  and  37  students  about  to  enter  the  teaching 
profession.  In  addition  8  investigations  were  made  ^vith  general  practi¬ 
tioners  in  connection  with  staff  sickness  problems. 

CHIROPODY  SERVICE 

For  nine  years  past,  a  Chiropody  Service  for  elderly  persons  has 
been  sponsored  in  the  Borough  by  a  voluntary  organisation,  namely,  the 
Charlton  Bequest  and  Dispensary  Trust,  the  Welfare  Department  of  the 
Authority  having  assisted  in  the  compilation  of  a  register  of  cases  requiring 
treatment  and  in  the  making  of  appointments. 

Arrangements  are  well  advanced  for  the  establishment  early  in  1962 
of  a  chiropody  service  to  meet  the  needs  of  elderly  persons,  the  physically 
handicapped  and  expectant  mothers,  administered  directly  by  the  Local 
Health  Authority. 

CHILD  GUIDANCE 

Problems  of  emotional  and  behaviour  difficulty  in  children  presented 
to  members  of  the  medical  and  nursing  staff,  are  readily  referable  to  the 
Consultant  Psychiatrist,  who,  by  arrangement  with  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  visits  the  Department  at  least  once  a  month,  and  whose  advice  is 
available  in  urgent  cases  at  more  frequent  intervals. 

No  ad  hoc  child  guidance  unit  has  yet  been  established  in  the  Borough- 

CHILD  AVELFARE  CENTRES. 

Three  sessions  are  held  weekly  at  the  Central  Clinic  at  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  one  weekly  session  at  each  of  the  three  sub- 
sidiar}/'  clinics,  sited  at  widely  separate  points  of  the  Borough  at  Meadowell 
School,  Ridges  Estate  ;  St.  Aidan’s  Church  Hall,  New  York,  and  at 
John  Street  School,  Cullercoats. 

The  Committee  of  the  new  Community  Welfare  Centre  at  Marden 
Estate  offered  part  of  their  premises  for  use  as  an  additional  child  welfare

centre,  at  an  agreed  rental.  Fortnightty  sessions  have  been  held  there 
since  May  1961. 

912  children  under  one  year  of  age  attended  these  clirnrs  for  the 
first  time  during  the  year,  and  altogether  a  total  of  2,255  children  under 
five  years  of  age  made  10,688  attendances.

were  paid  and  received. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Use  has  been  made  of  facilities  provided  through  the  agency  of  the 
Central  Council  for  Health  Education  for  the  dissemination  of  information 
designed  to  promote  better  health  in  the  community.  This  has  been 
propagated  by  the  exhibition  and  distribution  of  material  such  as 
posters  and  leaflets. 

Since  the  Department  was  transferred  to  the  new  administrative 
and  clinic  service  premises  in  Albion  Road,  North  Shields,  in  which 
facilities  for  the  exhibition  of  health  education  propaganda  material  in 
the  form  of  cinematograph  films  and  film  strip  projection  are  available, 
progressively  increasing  use  has  been  made  of  these  visual  media. 

The  new  accommodation  has  rendered  it  possible  to  establish  mother- 
craft  classes  both  for  young  married  women  and  schoolgirls. 

A  specific  effort  was  again  made  during  the  year  to  impress  upon 
the  older  groups  of  school  children,  the  dangers  which  arise  from  the 
formation  of  the  habit  of  tobacco  smoking. 

The  methods  of  education,  to  which  reference  has  been  made,  in 
no  way  supplant  what  appears  to  be  the  most  effective  means  of  influencing 
members  of  the  public  in  matters  of  hygiene,  namely,  individual  and  group 
talks  given  by  Health  Visitors. 

CARE  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS,  -ur  babies  weighing  lbs.  or 

less  at  birth,  irrespective  of  period  of  gestation. 

Number  of  premature  live  born  infants  notified  during  the  year 
(including  transferred  notifications)  whose  mothers  normally  re¬ 
side  in  Tynemouth  area  : — 

(i)  Bom  in  hospital  .  90 

(ii)  Bom  at  home  .  15

Out  of  these  69  cases  of  prematurity,  3  died  within  24  hours, 
7  survived  24  hours  but  died  within  28  days,  and  80  were  still  surviving 
after  28  days.  17  premature  stillbirths  occurred  in  hospital  and  four  at 
home. 

NURSERY  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  two  Nursery  Schools  administered  by  voluntary 
organisations  in  the  Borough.  Both  schools  have  places  for  80  children.

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REPORT  BY  R.  W.  E3SENHIGH,  PRINCIPAL  SCHOOL  DENTAL 

OFFICER,  ON  THE  DENTAL  TREATMENT  PROVIDED  FOR 

EXPECTANT  AND  NURSING  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN 

DURING  1961. 

Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  children  were 
examined  and  treated  throughout  the  year  in  the  Dental  Clinics  at  the 
Public  Health  Department. 

A  total  of  45  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  were  examined  and  of 
this  number  39  received  treatment. 

Of  the  161  pre-school  children  who  were  examined,  137  were  found 
to  require  dental  treatment.  There  were  395  attendances  at  the  Clinic. 

Where  general  anaesthesia  was  required  this  was  undertaken  by 
the  Dental  Anaesthetist,  Dr.  J.  R.  Steadman.  A  total  of  82  anaesthetics 
were  administered  by  him  during  the  year. 

Dentures  were  also  supplied  to  mothers  in  10  cases. 

A  satisfactory  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  referred  from  the 
Medical  Department  for  dental  treatment  was  noted,  this  being  mostly 
due  to  the  easier  facilities  for  co-operation  between  Departments  situated 
in  the  same  building. 

Where  deficiencies  were  noted,  calcium  treatment  was  continued  as 
in  previous  years  with  satisfactory  results.  Considerable  improvement  in 
the  general  and  dental  health  of  patients  receiving  this  treatment  was 
observed. 

The  continued  co-operation  and  assistance  of  the  Medical  and  Nursing 
Staffs  during  the  year  greatly  assisted  the  work  of  the  Dental  Department 
and  thanks  are  again  due  to  those  who  were  responsible. 


WELFARE  FOODS. 

Proprietary  brands  of  dried  milk  and  other  foods  are  sold  during 
the  various  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  sessions.  During  the  year,  a 
total  of  12,180  lbs.  of  dried  milk  was  distributed,  as  against  8,352  lbs. 
during  the  previous  year. 

The  central  distribution  centre  is  open  to  the  public  for  the  issue  of 
National  Welfare  Foods  during  the  affenioons  of  Monday  to  Friday, 
and  on  Saturday  mornings.

MIDWIFERY 

ANTE-NATAL  AND  POST-NATAL  CLINICS. 

Eight  ante-natal  sessions,  with  a  Medical  Officer  in  attendance,  are 
held  monthly.  A  total  of  1,041  attendances  were  recorded  during  1961. 

Midwives  conducted  four  “booking”  sessions  each  month,  and  there 
were  462  attendances  thereat. 

One  post-natal  clinic  is  held  each  month,  and  29  women  made  single 
attendances.

330  Sterilised  Maternity  Packs  were  issued  free  of  charge  to 
expectant  mothers. 

ANALGESIA. 

There  are  8  sets  of  apparatus  for  the  administration  of  inhalational 
analgesics,  and  during  the  year  Municipal  mid  wives  administered  TrUene 
to  267  cases. 

MATERNITY  CASES  ATTENDED. 

The  work  of  the  domiciliary  midwives  shows  another  decrease  in 
the  number  of  cases  attended,  349  in  1960  as  against  341  in  1961. 

Cases  attended  by  midwives  acting  as  such  totalled  78  and  263 
by  midwives  acting  as  maternity  nurses. 

Midwives  employed  in  institutions  within  the  Borough  area,  dealt 
with  1,234  cases,  which  figure  includes  638  non-residents. 
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RELAXATION  AND  MOTHERCRAFT  CLASSES 

During  the  year  these  classes  have  continued  with  mounting  success, 
under  the  joint  supervision  of  health  visitors  and  mid  wives.  The  classes 
are  held  on  one  evening  per  week.  The  serving  of  refreshments  adds  to 
the  general  atmosphere  of  happy  co-operation  of  all  concerned.  The 
classes  are  arranged  in  sessions,  six  classes  comprising  one  session. 

During  the  year  48  classes  were  held,  involving  804  attendances. 
KCTIFICATiON  OF  BIRTHS. 

A  total  of  2,039  births  including  non-residents  was  notified  during 
the  year  (1,979  live  and  60  stillbirths). 

Three  births  were  not  notified,  but  immediately  on  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  being  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  persons  concerned,  these  were  officially  intimated. 

HEALTH  VISITING 

During  the  year  Health  Visitors  visited  6,302  children  under  5, 
paying  5,438  visits  to  children  under  1 ;  2,688  to  children  between  1  and  2, 
and  8,272  visits  to  children  between  2  and  5. 

Expectant  mothers  received  71  visits  and  651  visits  were  paid  to 
miscellaneous  other  caises,  such  as  aged  persons,  and  cases  of  infections 
diseases. 

In  addition  5,105  ineffective  visits  were  made. 

Whilst  careful  consideration  has  been  given  to  advantages  which 
might  accrue  from  the  attachment  of  members  of  the  health  visiting 
Staff  to  specific  medical  practices,  it  is  considered  that,  in  this  area,  the 
distribution  of  practices  renders  any  such  scheme  virtually  impracticable. 
The  present  arrangement  which  assures  that  the  services  of  a  Health 
Visitor  is  readily  available  in  a  supervisory  and  advisory  capacity  for 
the  patient  of  any  General  Medical  Practitioner  who  requests  them, 
appears  to  meet  any  need  in  this  direction,  adequately. 

Similar  facilities  are  readily  available  for  cases  discharged  from 
hospital  and  on  this  aspect  of  after-care  a  very  close  liaison  with  the 
hospital  almoning  staff  is  maintained. 

HOME  NURSING 

The  Service  is  staffed  by  eight  whole-time  district  nurses  (seven 
state  registered  and  one  enrolled  assistant),  and  one  part  time  enrolled 
assistant  nurse  working  solely  on  geriatrics.  All  are  under  the  direct 
control  of  the  Superintendent  Nursing  Officer. 

All  requests  for  the  services  of  a  district  nurse  must  be  supported  by 
a  certificate  from  the  medical  practitioner  in  attendance  on  the  patient. 

During  the  year,  the  district  nurses  paid  21,135  visits  to  858  patients. 
Table  I  sets  out  the  categories  into  which  these  patients  fell,  together 
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with  the  number  of  visits  paid  in  respect  of  each  group.  Table  II  provides 

a  detailed  analysis  of  the  type  of  nursing  care  required. 

Included  in  the  visits  mentioned  above  are  293  paid  by  6  patients 
to  a  special  treatment  clinic,  for  injections  only.  This  clinic  is  for  the 
benefit  of  ambulant  patients  who  are  working.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

Smallpox 

Efforts  to  have  infants  vaccinated  are  still  being  continued  by 
direct  approach  to  parents  by  health  visitors  and  by  postal  reminders. 

Record  cards  received  from  general  practitioners  show  that  356 
children  under  one  year  of  age  were  vaccinated  in  1961,  as  against  350 
in  1960. 

In  addition  92  other  persons  were  vaccinated  against  Smallpox  and 
5  were  re-vaccinated.

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  of  the  ehgible  age  groups  continued 
throughout  the  year.  Clinic  sessions  were  held  at  the  central  Child  Welfare 
Centre,  as  and  when  required. 

105  clinic  sessions  were  held  during  the  year,  at  which  a  total  of 
8,143  injections  were  given. 

During  a  visit  of  a  mobile  unit  to  this  area  385  first  and  second 
injections  were  given,  and  182  similar  injections  were  given  at  a  special 
visit  to  a  local  factory.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  Ambulance  Service,  consisting  of  4  ambulances  and  4  dual 
purpose  light  ambulances,  is  operated  by,  and  concurrently  with,  the 
Fire  Service,  an  additional  establishment  of  16  firemen  having  been 
authorised  for  the  provision  of  drivers  and  attendants. 

During  the  year  the  ambulances  carried  10,225  patients  a  distance 
of  40,471  miles.  The  light  ambulances  carried  12,825  patients  over  a 
total  of  72,002  miles. 

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Chest  Clinic. 

The  clinic  which  serves  the  population  of  this  Borough  is  located  at 
Preston  Hospital.  The  medical  staff  consists  of  2  Chest  Physicians. 

Regular  sessions  for  the  examination  of  cases  referred  by  general 
practitioners,  or  as  a  result  of  mass  miniature  radiography,  the  review  of 
old  cases,  the  examination  of  contacts,  etc.,  are  held  in  the  morning  and 
afternoon  of  3  days  per  week.  Special  arrangements  are  made  for  B.C.G. 
vaccination. 

The  clinic  not  only  serves  the  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth,  but 
also  the  Borough  of  Whitley  Bay  and  Seaton  Valley  U.D. 

Contacts. 

During  the  year  under  review  13  new  contacts  were  examined  and 
X-rayed,  and  a  further  174  individuals  in  this  category  were  X-rayed 
only.  Old  contacts  who  were  X-rayed  and  examined  numbered  13.  A 
further  161  of  this  class  were  X-rayed  only. 

Of  the  contacts  examined,  12  were  found  to  be  suffering  from 
tuberculosis. 

As  in  previous  years  B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  contacts  attending  the 
chest  clinic  was  restricted  to  child  contacts  who  were  tuberculin  negative 
reactors,  and  to  members  of  nursing  staffs  of  local  hospitals.  The  figures 
were — Children  of  school  age,  61  :  Children  of  pre-school  age,  83 ; 
Nurses  1. 
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B.C.G.  Vaccination — School  Children. 

Protection  against  Tuberculosis  was  again  offered  to  all  school 
children  in  the  thirteen  year  old  age  group. 

During  the  year  under  review,  464  children  were  skin  tested,  and  all 
the  children  with  a  negative  reaction  were  vaccinated.

Domiciliary  Visiting. 

During  the  year  the  Health  Visitors  paid  462  visits  to  the  homes  of 
individuals  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 

R  chousing. 

The  tenancies  of  five  per  cent,  of  the  houses  built  by  the  Local 
Authority  are  allocated  to  families,  some  member  of  which  suffers  from 
active  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  number  of  families  rehoused  in 
1961  under  this  scheme  was  9. 

After-care. 

The  voluntary  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth  Tuberculosis  After¬ 
care  Committee  continued  to  carry  out  very  good  work  during  the  year, 
the  volume  of  work  having  increased  since  the  Committee  extended  its 
scope  to  cover  other  chest  ailments,  apart  from  tuberculosis. 

Extra  nourishment  continued  to  be  granted  to  necessitous  cases  in 
the  form  of  milk,  eggs,  provisions,  etc. 

Advice  and  assistance  was  also  given  in  many  cases  of  domestic 
social  and  rehabilitation  problems. 

HOME  HELP 

During  the  year,  domestic  assistance  was  provided  in  280  cases. 
Of  these,  37  related  to  maternity  cases,  199  to  the  chronic  sick  including 
the  aged  and  infirm,  43  to  other  cases  of  illness,  and  1  T.B.  case.

A  weekly  average  of  2  full-time  and  29  part-time  Home  Helps  was 
employed  during  the  year. 

The  Home  Help  Service  is  an  expanding  service  and  meets  the 
reasonable  needs  put  upon  it  at  the  moment,  but  further  expansion  is 
anticipated  to  cope  with  the  increasing  demands  made  upon  it  by  eligible 
persons,  through  the  medium  of  the  local  hospitals'  Almoners’  Depart¬ 
ments  and  Geriatric  Units. 

MENTAL  HEALTH. 

Administration. 

The  administration  of  the  Mental  Health  Services  of  the  Borough  is 
carried  out  by  the  Mental  Treatment  Sub-Committee  which  normally 
meets  monthly  and  which  consists  of  eight  members  of  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  and  five  co-opted  members  elected  annually  b}^  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee,  such  appointments  not  being  subject  to  confirmation  by  the 
Council.  The  Committee  considers,  and  reports  to  the  Health  Committee, 
all  matters  connected  with  Mental  Health. 

Training  Centre. 

Following  on  initial  steps  taken  in  1960,  the  Council  agreed  in 
principle  to  the  erection  of  a  new  Training  Centre  for  the  mentally  sub¬ 
normal.  A  site  was  chosen  adjacent  to  the  new  Public  Health  Department 
building,  and  plans  were  approved  for  the  new  centre  to  accommodate 
36  junior  and  24  adult  trainees. 

Pending  the  erection  of  the  new  centre,  a  large  building,  previously 
used  by  the  Children’s  Committee  as  a  nursery,  was  adapted  as  a  temporary 
training  centre.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  supervisor  was  appointed 
and  arrangements  were  made  for  her  to  commence  duty  on  1st  January, 
1962.  Details  of  the  centre’s  activities  will  be  included  in  the  report 
for  1962.

A  highly  satisfactory  degree  of  co-operation  exists  between 
Prudhoe  and  Monkton  Hospital,  to  which  most  of  the  Tynemouth 
cases  requiring  institutional  care  are  admitted,  and  the  medical 
and  lay  officers  of  the  Loca,l  Mental  Health  Authorit}/.  Close  liaison  also 
has  been  established  between  the  medical  officers  of  St.  George’s  Hospital, 
and  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers.

Training  of  Mental  Health  Workers. 

One  full  time  Mental  Welfare  Officer  and  3  part  time  officers  aH 
attended  training  courses  during  the  year. 

MENTAL  HEALTH  ACT,  1959 

The  total  number  of  mentally  ill  cases  dealt  with  by  the  Mental 
Welfare  Officers  in  co-operation  with  Medical  Practitioners,  Hospitals 
and  doctors  approved  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  to  furnish  medical 
recommendations  under  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1959,  was  95.  Of  this 
total,  56  were  admitted  to  St.  George’s  Hospital,  Morpeth.  27  of  these 
were  emergency  cases,  10  were  for  observation,  3  for  long  term  treatment, 
15  admitted  as  informal  patients  and  one  was  an  absconder  from  the 
hospital. 

Thirteen  emergency  cases  were  admitted  direct  to  Preston  Hospital, 
North  Shields,  one  of  which  was  transferred  at  once  to  a  chronic  sick  bed. 

In  addition,  one  patient  was  admitted  to  St.  Nicholas’  Hospital, 
Newcastle,  for  treatment  and  in  25  cases  investigated  no  action  under 
the  Mental  Health  Act,  1959  was  deemed  necessary. 

Ascertainment  of  the  Mentally  Subnormal 

This  work  is  carried  out  in  co-operation  with  Tynemouth  Education 
Authority  and  general  practitioners.  New  cases  are  referred  to  Dr. 
McCoull  for  specialist  assessment.  The  number  of  patients  admitted  to 
hospital  during  the  year  was  1 1 ,  and  8  cases  were  ascertained  and  placed 
on  the  register  of  subnormal  persons  under  the  supervision  of  this 
authority. 

138  cases  were  under  supervision  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Mental  Welfare  Officers  endeavour  to  keep  in  touch  with  their 
patients  and  provide  after-care  after  discharge  from  hospital,  when 
required.

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WATER. 

General  Domestic  Supply. 

The  water  supply  for  domestic  and  general  t>se  in  the  County  Borough 
of  Tynemouth,  is  provided  by  the  water  undertaking  of  the  Local 
Authority,  which  is  also  responsible  for  supplying  water  to  several  other 
areas  in  South  East  Northumberland. 

The  w^ater  is  derived  from  four  sources,  namely,  an  upland  surface 
catchment  area  (Font burn),  springs  in  the  same  district,  an  appreciable 
quantity  from  the  system  of  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Com¬ 
pany,  and  water  extracted  from  the  River  Wansbeck  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  village  of  Mitford.  During  the  year  under  review  the  proportions 
from  each  of  these  supplies  may  be  expressed  approximately  in  the 
following  percentages,  Fontburn  40-4%  ;  Springs  17-3%  ;  Newcastle 
and  Gateshead  Water  Company  19-6%  ;  Wansbeck  22-6%  ;  and  Alnwick 
R.D.C.  Thurston  0-1%. 

Distribution  throughout  the  Borough  is  achieved  through  four 
covered  service  reservoirs. 

The  total  number  of  samples  of  water  derived  from  various  points 
of  the  Corporation’s  water  undertaking  throughout  the  year,  for  the 
purpose  of  bacteriological  examination  was  397.  Of  these,  115  were  ob¬ 
tained  from  piped  supplies,  service  reservoirs  and  gravitation  mains 
within  the  County  Borough.  A  further  28  were  of  raw  water.  The 
remainder  had  their  origin  at  various  points  located  in  that  part  of 
South  East  Northumberland  supplied  by  the  T5memouth  Water  Depart¬ 
ment.

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There  is  a  total  of  22,590  separately  occupied  dwellings  in  the 
Borough.  During  the  year,  136  new  Water  Supply  installations  were 
completed  under  Public  Health  Notices,  bringing  the  total  number  of 
dwellings  with  an  independent  internal  piped  water  supply  to  21,262. 

Whilst  a  fairly  good  response  has  been  achieved  in  this  field  over 
the  past  five  years,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  landlords  generally,  seem 
reluctant  to  provide  bathroom  facilities  in  the  older  properties,  especially 
in  view  of  the  financial  assistance  now  available,  under  the  House  Pur¬ 
chase  and  Housing  Act,  1959,  and  the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions) 
Act,  1958. 

Of  the  total  properties  in  the  Borough,  some  7,396  of  these  were 
erected  before  the  turn  of  the  century,  and  of  this  figure,  5,000  may  be 
taken  as  a  rough  estimate  of  the  number  of  houses  in  the  Borough  without 
Bathrooms. 


Swimming  Baths.  There  is  a  large  open-air  swimming  pool,  situated 
at  the  South  end  of  Tynemouth  Long  Sands,  and  in  addition,  there  is  an 
open-air  swimming  bath  at  Hawkey’s  Lane,  North  Shields.  The  former  is 
filled  Vvith  salt  water,  while  the  latter  derives  its  supph^  from  the  Tyne¬ 
mouth  Corporation  water  undertaking.  Both  are  open  for  the  summer 
season  only.  Continuous  filtration  and  chlorination  are  used  at  both 
pools,  the  amount  of  free  chlorine  present  in  the  water  being  estimated 
daily,  during  the  season.  Bacteriological  examinations  and  chemical 
analyses  of  samples  of  these  waters  were  satisfactonu 


SE¥/AGE. 

The  existing  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  from  the 
Borough  are  adequate  for  the  immediate  and  the  foreseeable  future 
needs  of  the  community.  The  method  of  disposal,  how^ever,  has  been  the 
subject  of  considerable  adverse  comment  in  recent  years,  and  has  exercised 
the  attention  of  the  Council. 

In  common  with  that  of  other  local  authorities  on  Tyneside,  the 
sewage  system  of  this  authority  is  based  on  the  discharge  of  untreated 
sewage  into  the  River  Tyne  and  its  estuary,  in  addition  to  that  which  is 
similarly  discharged  into  adjacent  coastal  waters.

Dwcllingliouses  were  sprayed  with  insecticide  after  prepKaration 
of  rooms,  e.g.,  stripping  off  wallpaper  and  removing  skirting  board.s, 
etc.  Infested  bedding  was  de-infested  by  steam  disinfection. 

The  dwellings,  furniture  and  effects  of  all  prospective  Corpora¬ 
tion  tenants  are  inspected  for  evidence  of  veraiin,  and  freed  before 
removal  to  Corporation  Houses,  by  a  six  hour  concentrated  fumigation 
with  Sulphur  Dioxide  (2.8%  S.O.2)  :  the  gas  being  kept  circulating 
by  means  of  electric  fans. 

All  deinfestation  is  carried  out  by  experienced  men  employed 
directly  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Deinfestation  of  privately  owned  and  occupied  property  is  not 
carried  out  by  the  Department.  The  services  of  a  Public  Health  Inspector 
are  given  in  an  advisory  capacity,  sprays  being  loaned  free  of  charge, 
and  insecticide  sold  at  cost  price.

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RODENT  CONTROL 

This  control  is  administered  under  the  provisions  of  the  Prevention 
of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

During  the  year,  privately  owned  and  Corporation  properties, 
including  tips,  were  treated  by  the  Corporation,  whilst  at  certain  privately 
owned  works  and  other  premises,  treatment  was  carried  out  either  by 
direct  labour  or  by  servicing  firms.  Farms  and  small  holdings  have  also 
received  attention. 

One  Partial  Maintenance  treatment  of  the  Sewers  was  carried  out 
in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Infestation  Control 
Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  This  consisted 
of  two  days  pre-bait,  one  day  poison  bait,  and  a  final  day’s  visit  to  ascer¬ 
tain  the  amount  of  bait  consumed.  The  estimated  kill  for  this  treatment 
was  1,835  rats. 

Two  Block  Control  treatments  to  Fish  Quay  premises  were  carried 
out  during  the  year,  resulting  in  a  calculated  kill  of  470  rats.

HOUSE  PURCHASE  AND  HOUSING  ACT  1959  and  the 
HOUSING  (FINANCIAL  PROVISIONS)  ACT  1958 

The  Housing  Committee  has  continued  the  making  of  grants  under 
the  provisions  of  the  above  Acts,  which  now  supercede  Section  20  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1949.  Unfortunately  owners  seem  reluctant  to  take  advan¬ 
tage  of  the  opportunity  offered  by  these  grants. 

Under  the  above  Acts  there  are  now  two  kinds  of  Grant,  namely 
a  Standard  Grant  and  a  Discretionary  Grant. 

1.  Standard  Grants  are  available  towards  the  cost  of  improving  a 
house  which  lacks  certain  standard  amenities,  such  as  bath,  w.c., 
or  hot  water  system.  They  are  specially  intended  to  help  the 
modernisation  of  houses  which  can  be  equipped  with  these 
amenities  without  the  necessity  for  structural  additions  involving 
much  new  building  work. 

2.  Discretionary  Grants  are  payable  for  a  wider  range  and  more 
extensive  forms  of  improvements,  including  the  conversion  or 
adaptation  of  larger  houses  and  other  buildings.  But  payment  of 
these  grants  is  at  the  discretion  of  the  local  council.

IV. — Overcrowding,  Housing  Act,  1936 

From  information  available,  there  is  a  total  of  328  dwellings  over¬ 
crowded  ;  60  of  which  are  privately  owned  properties,  and  the  remaining 

268  on  Corporation  Housing  Estates. 

Whilst  the  degree  of  overcrowding  on  Corporation  properties  appears 
to  be  high  in  relation  to  the  total  overcrowded  properties  in  the  Borough, 
it  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  a  higher  standard  is  laid  down  by  the  Ministry 
for  Corporation  properties  than  that  which  is  observed  for  private  dwel¬ 
lings. 

During  the  year,  54  new  cases  of  overcrowding  were  recorded,  whilst 
some  93  families  were  removed  from  the  list,  21  from  privately  owned 
properties,  and  72  from  Corporation  properties.

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MILK  SUPPLIES. 

The  County  borough  is  included  in  a  specified  area  under  the  Milk 
(Special  Designation)  (Specified  Areas  No.  2)  Order  1953. 

Two  producers  of  non-designated  milk  have  arrangements  for  their 
supplies  to  be  sent  to  the  Pasteurisation  plant  erected  in  the  area  of  the 
adjacent  authority  of  Whitley  Bay. 

151  visits  were  made  to  dairies,  milk  shops,  etc. 

Consignments  of  milk  coming  into  the  Borough  by  road  and  rail 
and  the  conditions  of  the  empty  churns  returned  received  attention. 
The  keeping  qualities  of  milk  from  certain  outside  sources  has  consider¬ 
ably  improved  due  chiefly  to  better  transport  facilities. 

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  REGULATIONS,  1960. 

These  Regulations  came  into  force  on  the  1st  of  October,  1960, 
under  which  it  is  now  possible  to  issue  a  licence,  authorising  the  use  of 
any,  or  all,  of  the  special  designations,  for  a  period  of  five  years,  each 
licence  to  be  subsequently  renewed  at  five  year  intervals. 

During  the  year,  13  new  applications  were  received  bringing  the 
total  of  Registered  Milk  Retailers  to  214. 

MILK  SAMPLES  FOR  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION. 

During  the  year  63  samples  of  Milk  were  taken  for  examination 
and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Newcastle.  Of 
the  total  samples  taken  33  were  from  sources  within  the  Borough 
and  30  from  outside.  In  addition  24  samples  of  Pasteurised  Milk  were 
submitted  for  the  Phosphatase  Test. 

All  of  the  above  samples  were  examined  for  Tubercle  Bacilli  and 
gave  negative  results.

The  producers  of  unsatisfactory  samples  in  this  area  were  visited 
cautioned  and  given  advice,  whilst  thos3  outside  the  area  were  notified 
together  with  the  Local  Authorities  concerned. 

ICE-CREAM. 

There  are  8  producers  in  the  Borough.  Equipment  has  now  been 
modernised,  and  all  ice-cream  is  produced  in  accordance  with  the  Ice- 
Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1947-1951. 

Fourteen  samples  were  subjected  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test 
similar  to  that  applied  to  Milk  samples.  It  is  suggested  by  the  Ministry 
that  over  any  six  months  period  50%  of  vendors’  samples  should  fall 
into  Grade  1  ;  80%  into  Grades  1  or  2  ;  and  not  more  than  20%  into 
Grade  3  ;  and  none  at  all  in  Grade  4.

TYNEMOUTH  CORPORATION  ACTS,  1916-1934, 

Regulations  made  under  these  Acts  are  in  force,  and  no  persons  are 
permitted  to  use  premises  for  the  preparation  of  cooked  or  preserved 
foods  unless  they  are  registered  by  the  Local  Authority,  who  have  power 
to  refuse  registration  if,  in  their  opinion,  the  premises  are  unsatisfactory. 

There  were  278  persons  in  the  Borough  registered  as  occupiers  of 
premises  in  which  Ice-Cream  is  sold  or  manufactured.

Legislation 

A  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Local  Authority  to  adopt  Building 
Bye-Laws  for  preventing  Smoke  under  Sec.  61  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  and  Sec.  24  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956.  This  was  approved 
by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  and  came  into  force 
on  the  1st  June,  1958. 

Smoke  Control  Orders 

No  Smoke  Control  Orders  were  made  during  the  year. 

Prior  Approval  to  New  Boiler  Plant 

There  were  no  applications  received  under  this  heading  during  the 
year. 

Smoke  Observations 

A  total  of  fifty-seven  smoke  observations  were  conducted  during 
the  year,  and  56  visits  were  made  to  inspect  Boiler  Plant. 

Measurement  of  Atmospheric  Pollution 

On  the  20th  January,  1958,  Recording  Apparatus  (Smoke  Filter 
and  Volumetric  Sulphur  Dioxide)  was  installed  in  the  Public  Health 
Department. 

During  each  period  of  24  hours,  about  60  cu.  ft.  of  air  from  outside 
the  building  is  drawn  by  means  of  a  small  electric  pump,  through  a  piece 
of  white  filter  paper,  and  then  through  two  bubbling  tubes,  containing 
diluted  hydrogen  peroxide.  Smoke  particles  are  trapped  on  the  filter 
paper  and  form  a  stain,  which  varies  according  to  the  amount  of  tarry 
and  other  combustible  matter  in  the  smoke  suspended  in  the  atmos¬ 
phere. 

The  weight  of  material  caught,  is  estimated  by  matching  the  stain 
with  a  scale  of  shades  which  has  been  previously  calibrated,  by  matching 
with  weighted  stains.  Up  to  April  of  this  year,  the  amount  was  expressed 
in  milligrammes  of  smoke  particles  per  100  cubic  metres  of  air,  but  the 
Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  have  now  considered 
a  more  effective  standard  of  measurement  to  be  in  milligrammes  per 
cubic  metre.  Sulphur  Dioxide  in  the  air,  reacts  with  the  Hydrogen 
Peroxide,  to  form  dilute  Sulphuric  Acid,  and  the  amount  of  this  is  esti¬ 
mated  daily  by  titration  with  standard  Alkali.  From  this  the  amount  of 
Sulphur  Dioxide  is  calculated. 

The  presentation  of  a  suitable  table  to  show  Atmospheric  Pollution 
Measurements  for  the  year  1961,  has  proved  somewhat  difficult,  as  the 
Station  at  the  Public  Health  Department  was  moved  during  the  month 
of  January  to  the  newly  erected  Health  Centre  at  Albion  Road,  North 
Shields,  and  insufficient  records  were  kept  during  the  month  to  be  of 
any  use.  Then  again,  as  I  have  stated  above,  the  Department  of  Scientific 
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and  Industrial  Research  altered  the  previously  recognised  “unit  of 
measurement”  to  “milligrammes  per  cubic  metre”.  This  took  place  in 
April,  consequently  affecting  the  continuity.  Furthermore,  they  are 
also  changing  their  method  of  calculation  to  some  form  of  automatic 
computer,  and  therefore,  from  the  month  of  August  to  the  end  of  the 
year,  I  can  only  present  my  own  Department's  calculations  from  the 
Volumetric  Instrument.
